The President, Friday afternoon after his 


return to Washington, held a frank couver- 
saii'>n1 with several of his friends, chicHy 
on political topics, from which it appears he 
is satisfied with the situation ito far as he is 
coneeruod. 


Wlien asked ttlKHit the alleged sliglit to 


Frederick Douglass, lie replied that if Doug- 
lass did not complain because he \v»« not in- 
vitfd by him to dinner he did not see why 
Senator oumiier should exhibit HO much anx- 
iety , if not indignation, upon the subject. Tbe 
Dimple lact was that the St. Domingo Com- 
missioners, with their secretary. having vailed 
to submit their report, be wished them to diue, 
with him, Frederick Douglass not being with 
the couimisbioiicrslicdid not at the time think 
of him. nor of others who accompanied the 
expedition; but it' Sigel and Douglas* had 
been 'isith the Commissioners tliev would 
have been included in the invitation to din- 
ner, 
which wtis iiiformttland private, having 


n» ntticial signature whatever. 
The Presi- 


dent expressed his surprise that so muca 
chould be said about an unmutcrial matter, 
one that merely concerned his own house- 
hold. 


The l*vesident remarked that no public 


business is neglected by his absence from 
Washington, as lie attends to it at Long 
li ranch. His coming buck to Washington 
at this time was not absolutely necessary 
for that purpose. 


The Executive Mansion IIIIM been for some 


time undergoing extensive repairs, it being 
in some parts, including llmtie occupied by 
the President's family, in an untenantable 
condition, the plastering of the wall-cam! 
ceilings having fallen and the roof leaking 
badly. 


The conversation 
turning 
to Senator 


Sumuer to the eflect that llreeley is a better 
friend to the black man than President 
Grunt, the President replied that he never 
pretended U> be, as he had repeatedly said, 
an original abolitionist; but he favored 
emancipation us a war measure. When 
this was secured, he thought the ballot 
should be conferred to make the gift com- 
plete, ami to place thoac who had been 
liberated iu full possess-on of the rights of 
freemen. 
His views, however, on the .sub- 


ject of slavery were well known, expressed 
in letters to Mr. Wswihburue and others, and 
extensively publisl ed, and hence this was 
now a matter oi di,*piite. In the course of 
the conversation he said that while a Presi- 
dent should b<: in accord with tho leading 
principles 
of 
the 
party 
that 
elected 


hi;u, 
it 
was essential that he should 


enforce the laws which may be enacted and 
administer the government, not in the inter- 
ests of a party, but in those of the entire 
country. 
While he had no unkind words to 


utter concerning Senator Sumner, be was 
perfectly willing to place his acts against 
Senator Simmer's words, and in this connec- 
tion he said that Sunnier did not show him- 
self such a good friend to the black man as 
he professed to be, when he was not willing 
to have a Civil Rights bill stand ou its own 
merits, requiring only a majority vote, but 
insisting on a bill of his own as an amend- 
ment to the Amnesty bill, which could not 
be passed without a majority of two-thirds. 
Carpenter's Civil Rights bill, however, was 
passed during the absence of Senator Sum- 
ner, and, as the facts show, much to his sur- 
prise. 


The President also said that it will be 


seen by tho Congressional Globe that Sen- 
ator Sumner did not vote at all on the joint 
resolution recommending the ratification of 
the Fifteenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 
This amend- 


ment, since ratified, provides that the right 
of citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by tho 
United States or by any State on account of 
nice, color or previous condition of servi- 
tude, and Congress is invested with the 
E 


owcr to enforce this article by appropriate 
\gislation. 
Mr. Sumuer, the 
President 


said, dodged a vote on this joint resolution.

Letters fVom Producers on the 


L.OW Price of Oil. 


PLEASANTVIIXK, Auguat 20th. 


Editor Herald: 


The call for a meeting of the producers of 


the Parker's Landing district, next Thurs- 
day, published in yonr columns to-day, for 
the purpose of devising measures to stop 
drilling, will, I think, bo responded to ty 
producers from every district in the region, 
It is in my humble opinion the most sensible 
proposition which has yet been made, and 
all whom I have spoken to on the subject 
are favorable to the project. If the produc- 
ers at Parker's enter into a binding agree- 
ment to stop drilling, aay for three or six 
mouths, there will be no difficulty in getting 
the producers in other sections to do the 
same. We have been troubled long enough 
by an excess of production, which can be 
controlled very easily, if we will only eland 
together. The oil will keep better HI the 
suntlrock than above ground, and it costs 
nothing to keep it there. When the price of 
oil rises to five dollars per barrel, which it 
must do it' we stop drilling, there will be no 
difficulty in keeping up the supply at such 
figures. I am of opinion that three mouths( 
drilling in the year is all thut is required to 
keep pace with the present demand.

for a producers' meeting at Parkers, to take 
into consideration the practicability of sus- 
pending 
all 
drilling operations for six 


months. This meets the views of nearly 
every producer in this section, aud hits the 
nail squarely on the head. We have done a 
great deal of talking about rings, corners, 
and combinations of refiners, &c.; wo have 
listened to the numerous schemes for defeat- 
ing the plat's of terrible monopolies which 
m.iy or may not have existence, and now Mr. 
Editor, I think it is high time wo come down 
to practical common sense. If oil is low it 
is simply because we have an overplus of 
stocks! and over-production. Wo have not 
the money to hold our heavy stocks, and we 
cannot stop pumping, but it is in our power 
to invest no more money in drilling mitil 
the price is advanced to a paying figure. No 
man will deny that if we had only a quarter 
of a million of barrels on hand, instead of 
nearly one million barrels, and were produc- 
ing only fifteen thousand instead of eighteen 
thousand five hundred barrels per day, that 
the price of oil would advance to nearly $5 
per barrel. This is a truism which isself-evi- 
doiit, and stands altogether independent of 
every other consideration. 
In such u case 


we would be masters of the situation, and 
no power or combination would have the 
slightest effect in lowering the price. And 
win ', Because the demand would begrcatir 
than the supply. Let us, therefore, arise 
like one man throughout the Region and 
;>iga a pledge or agreement, no matter how 
binding, to stop all drilling for at least 
three mouths. There is no use longer de- 
ceiving ourselves, by quibbles and sophis- 
try. There is but one luiisi; for the low 
price of oil, we have the remedy among 
ourselves, and I think there will be very 
few who will not be willing to rigorously 
apply it.

ent calling attention to the over production 
and its remedy—the cessation <,f drilling.— 
\V bile no doulit over-production is more or 
less a fact, and the remedy a plains, if not ;i 
feasible, one, 1 think the paper contract sys- 
tem has a more injurious effect oil the oil 
business than any otr.e". These contract sale 
made without any intention of either party 
to the contract to deliver oil. It is always at 
the expiiation of the time, a question ot diti- 
er euce only, and this question has been an- 
swered frequently of late by the failure of 
men iu high repute. 


Now this is a great and growing evil. 


Speculation, based on these rlirusy contracts, 
stimulated production one day by giving a 
figure too high, u,ud depresses it some other 
day by giviii" less thun it is intrinsically 
worth. In other v, ords the actual produc- 
tion is but it shuttlecock iu the hands of 
sharpers to manipulate values to suit their 
purposes, for they will sell and agree to de- 
liver one half a ifozen times the daily pro- 
duction for every day of the year to come. 
It is because a cabal can b> this pernicious 


system set at defiance the experience and 
judgment based on years of business life 
tLmt so many men of menus and ability 
fail.At least half our over-production, and 
more than half the evils we have to com- 
plain of us incidental to the oil trade, owe 
their origin directly to these gamblers, who 
as a rule have no oil aud want none. 


Again, there is a class of contracts for 


actual delivery that have been quite- popu- 
lar with producers, i. e., live contracts for 
first six or all year. 
A high average, as the 


producer as a rule is always good for his 
side and as tins other parry is on the whole 
les.-, likely to be. If the "market rules low 
any time,"a failure is likely to result and the 
producer gains nothing. If speculation must 
remain as a part of tlie oil business— 
and as long as men can be lured by the 
hope of easy gain, it will most likely—let 
in by common consent put it umlerrestraint. 
Li t e\<-ry contract be tor actual delivery of 
oiJ on e:us, and one dollar a barrel be put 
up for collateral by each contractor. It will 
require money to" run the thing, ami irre- 
apoii-ibt'j purtii's will bu out. 


What the 
producer 
needs as badly 


as anything else is that the 
business 


.•should conic, right down to actual trade, a 
real 
demand tor consumption. Then the 


supply will soon adjust itself. The growth 
and development of the oil field will -be 
natural. 


The producer will have spot oil to sell. 


The refiner and exporter will buy as they 
need it, and pay all it is worth iu the mark- 
ets of tho world'.

DEVELOPMENT OF ELKCTKICTTT BY FRIC- 


TION. — It 
has been observed that tho 


friction of certain granulated metals on the 
walls of a glass vessel containing a bi- 
sulphide of carbon excites electricity. Sil- 


ver, 
iron, aluminium, vS:c., produce the 


phenomenon, while plateuuni, copper and 
zinc seem to be inactive. The mode of con- 
ducting 
the experiment 
is as follows: 


About half an ounce of granulated silver 
is put into a retort of thick, white glass, 
containing an ounce of bi-Hiilphide of carbon; 
the vessel in then tightly closed and shaken 
for some time iu the dark. Sparks soon 
become visible in the liquid, and after a 
while the entire mass becomes luminous. 
If water is poured upon the outside of the 
vessel the light immediately disappears, 
but is again excited by shaking. The elec- 
tricity in the glass is positive. Silver fur- 
nishes thj best experiment.

PRESERVING FJUCIT IN RUSSIA. — A method 


of preserving fruit, in extensive use in 
Russia, consists tu moistening quick-lime 
with water containing a little creosote, so 
as to cause it to fall into powder. Tho 
fruit is to be packed in a wooden box, the 
bottom of which is filled in to the depth of 
an inch with the lime*. This stratum is to 
be covered with a sheet of paper and the 
fruit laid upon this, each piece by itself, so 
that no one touches another. A sheet of 
paper is tt> be placed on the top of this layer 
of fruit, and then a second layer of limo 
sifted in. 
Un this way, lime, paper and 


fruit are to alternate until the, box is filled. 
The, corners are then to be filled with finely 
powdered charcoal. By covering the box 
with a tightly fitting top the fruit can, it is 
said, be kept fresh for at least a year.
